that Matter ſhall 'be conſidered” and ſettled in Parlia- 
ment and Convocation. But among many other Conſi- 
derations, from this eſpecially, becauſe thar Declaration 
is founded upon ſuch a Diſpenſing Power as has been 
' often declared Tllegal in Parliament, and particularly

Eſfterday the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury delivered 
Y the -Articles which 1 [and you incloſed, to thoſe Bi- 
ſhops who are at preſent in this place; and ordered Copies 
of them to be likewiſe ſent in his Name to the abſent Bi- 
ſhops. By the Contents of them you will ſee that the Storm 
in which he «s,, does not frighten him from doing bnis Daty ; 
Gut rather awakens him to do it with ſo. much the more vi- 
gour.: and indeed, the Zeal that he expreſſes in theſe Arti- 
cles, both againſt the Corruptions of the Church of Rome 
on the one hand, and the unhappy Differences that are a- . 
mong Proteitants on the other, are ſuch Apoſtolical Things, 
that a good Men rejoice to ſee ſo great « Prelate' at the 
« Head of our Charch, who in this Critical 'Time has had the 
Conrage to do his Duty in ſo ſignal «a manner. T am,

being in his Dominions higheit under God, they upon all Oc- 
caſions perxſwade the People to Loyalty and Obedietice to his 
Majcſty in all things Lawful, and to patient Submiſſion in” the 
reſt ; promoting ( as far as Ih thenlies) the publick Peace and 
Quiet of the World. 

VIII: That they maintain fair Correſpondence ( full of the 

kindeſt Reſpetts of all forts) with the Gentry and Perſons 
of Quality in their: Nezghbourhecod, as being deeply ſenſible 
'what reaſonable Afſiſtance-and Countenance this poor Church 
hath received from them in her Neceſlities. 
' IX. That they often exhorr all thoſe of our Communion, 
to continue ſtedfaſt to the end in their moſt Holy Faith, and 
conſtant to. their Profeſſion ; and to that end, to take: heed 
of all Seducers, and efpecially of Popiſh Emillaries, who are 
now in great' numbers gone forth amongſt ther, and more 
buſiz and ative than ever. Ard that they take all occaſions 
to convince our own Flock, that tis not enough for them 
to be Members of an Excellent-Church, rightly and duly Refor- 
med; both in.Faith and. Worſhip,unleſs they alſo do reform and 
amend their own Lives, ard fo order their Converſation in all. 
things as becomes the Goſpel of Chrit. Vs 

X. And foraſtuch as thoſe Romilſh Emiſfaries, like the Old 
Serpent, 1rfidiantwr Calcaneo, are wont to be moſt buſie and 
troub!eſome to our People at the end of thcir Lives, labour- 
ing to unſettle and perplex them in time of Sicknels, and at 
the hour of Death; that thcrefore all who have the- Gure of , 
Souls, be more eſpecially vigilant over them at that dangerous 
Seaſon ; that they ſtay not till they be ſent ſor, - but enquire out 


the Sick in-their refpetive Pariſhes, and yilit them — 
; at :

that they examine them particularly concerning the ſtate -of 
their Souls, and inſtruct them in their Duties, and ſettle them 


-- in their Doubts, and comfort them in their Sorrows and Suffe- 


rings, and pray often with them and for them ; and by all the 
Methods which our Church preſcribes, prepare thein for the due 
and worthy receiving of the Holy Euchariit, the Pledg of their 
happy Reſurrection :* thus with their utmoſt diligence, watch- 
ivg over every Sheep within their Fold ( eſpecially in that cri- 
tical Moment ) leſt thoſe Evening Wolves devour them. 

Xl. That they alſowalk in Wiſdom towards thoſe that are 
not of Our Communion: and if there bein their Pariſhes any 
ſuch, that they neglect not frequently to confer with them in 
the Spirit of Meeknelſs, ſeeking by all good Ways and” Means 
to-gain and win them over to our Communion : More eſpccial- 
ly that they have a very tender regard -to our Brethren the 
Proteſtant Diſſenters ; that upon occaſion offereg, they viſit 
them at their Houſes, and receive them kindly at their own, _ 
and treat them fairly where-ever they meet them, diſcourling 
calmly and civilly with them ; perſwading them (if it may be) 
toa full Compliance with our Church, or at leaſt, that where- 
to we havealready attained, we may all walk by the ſame Rule, 
and mind the ſame thing. . And in order hereunto that they 
take all opportunities of aſſuring and convincing them,. that 
| the Biſhops of this Church are really and ſincerely irreconcilea- 
ble Enemies to the Errors, Superſtitions, Idolatries and Ty- 
rannies of the Church of Keme ; andthat the very unkind Jea- 
louſtes which ſome have had of us to the contrary were altoge- 
ther-groundleſs. 

_ And in the- laft place, that they warmly and moſt affetio; 
nately exhort them to join with us in daily fervent Prayer to 
the God of Peace, for an Univerſal Bleſſed Union of all Re- 
formed Churches, bath at Home and Abroad, againſt our com- 
mon Enemies, and that all they who do confeſs the Holy Name 
' of our. dear Lord, and do agree in the Truth of his Holy 
Word, may alſo meet in one Holy Communion, and live in, 
perfect Unity and Godly Love. .

Am much ſurprized. at the ill Conſtrutions ſome People 

make of the Actions of thoſe Biſhops who have lately wait- 
- & <d upon the King, eſpecially conſidering that moſt of 

them are the very Men, who not many Months ago- ap- 
peared ſo publickly and ſo courageouſlly, even to the hazard of all 
the Intereſts they had in this World, in defence of our Prote- 
ſtant Religion,. and the Laws of 'the Land, 

In order to the removing all groundleſs Jealouſies, and unrea- 
ſonable Surmiſes,. in.an Aftair of ſo great Conſequence,. which - 
our Popiſh Enemies.will,l am ſure, be very-ready to foment and 
keep up, 1 have here ſent you the Heads;.of thoſe Matters 
which were propoſed by them to the King. 

They waited upon-him, - not as a Party ſeparate either from 
the Nobility or Gentry,whom they could (I believeJhave wiſhed 
"bis Majeſty would rather have called for at this Jun&ture ; or 
from the reſt of the Biſhops or Clergy of England ; but as Per- 
ſons whom the King was pleaſed, upon Reaſons known only to 
his Royal Breaſt, to command to attend upon him. | 

The Heads which I ſend you. are not taken from any Copy of 
the Paper which my Lords the Biſhops preſented to the King. L 
underltand that all their Lordſhips have been extreamly careful 
© to prevent the publiſhing of any Copies, -and that they ſtill re- 
fuſe to communicate any; tho they now lic under no-Obligati- 
ons to the contrary. However [ do aſſure you with all faithful- 
neſs,: that theſe Heads which I am now ſending you, are true 
Contents, obtained by another Method, which 10 prudence you 
will imagine nct fit for me to diſcloſe. : 

You. have already been-told from:me, that every one of theſe

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his Majeſty, whom they firſt waired on in a Body, on Friday the 
28th ot September, 1 cannot, upon the ſtricteſt inquiry, find thar 
any thing paſſed betwixt the King and them, at that firlt atten- 
dance upon him, beſides general Expreſſions of Favour and Pro- 
t2:tion from his Majeſty, and general returns of Duty and Loy- 
alty from. the Biſhops. This was matter of Admiration to uz 
a'] here. who could not believe. but that the King had other In- 
tenfions of a nearer and more particular Concern, when he 
firit reſolved to ſend ſo far for ſome of theſe Biſhops : but theſe 
Alterations in Councils are Things not fit for you or I to med- 
dle with. - 

Hower, my Lords the Biſhops were not ſatisfied herewith, 
concluding (as I ſuppoſe) that his Majeſty would not have ſept 
for them 1o far, if he had not intended to have adviſed with them 
in this Juntture, and to give ther the liberty bf offering him 
tuch Counſels as they thought neceſlary at this time : And there- 
tore when his Grace my Lord Archbiſhop of :Canterbaury waited 
en the King alone the firſt time, on Sunday morning, Sept. 30. 
being indiſpoſed when the other Biſhops attended on Friday, 
their Lord(hips did, by-my Lord of Canterbury, mtimate their 
T hovghts about that Afﬀair,and their readineſs to the King,who 


was pleaſed not only to permit them 'to give him the beſt and 


moſt particular Advices, but to encourage them to do it with 
all the freedom that was neceſſary for the preſent occaſion. 

© Upon: this Royal Invitation*theitr Lordfhips afſembled toge- 
ther the next day at my Lord of Canterbury's Palace, and prepa- 
red, upon the moſt mature deliberation, ſuch Matters as they 
judged necellary for his Majeſty's Knowledg and Conſideration : 
And 6n the Wedneſday after waited on the King in a Body.,when 
his Grace in his own, and-in the name of the reſt of the Biſhops 
then Preſent, C1d, ina moſt excellent Speech, repreſent to his 
Majeſty ſuch things as were thought by them abſolutely neceſ- 


- fary to the Settlement of the Nation, amidſt the preſent Di- 


ftraCtions, and to the poblick Intereſt.of Church and State. |

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I. Firſt, the Biſhops thought fit to repreſent in uns to bu Ala- 
jeſty, That it was neceſſary for Him to veſtore all things to the ſtate in 
which He found them when He came to the Crown, by committing all 
Offices and Places of Truſt in the Government, to ſuch of the Nobikty 
and Gentry as were qualified for them according to the Laws of thus 
Kingdom ;, and by Redreſſing and Removing ſuch Grievances as 
were generally complain'd of. LY 

II. Particularly, That his Majeſty would Diſſolve the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Commiſſion, and promiſe to His People never tg Erelt any ſuch 
Court for the future. 

II. That He would not only put an effeitual flop to the iſſuing forth 
of any Diſpenſations, but would Call in, and Cancel all thoſe which 
had ſince bns coming to the Crown been obtained from Him. 

IV. That be would Reſtore the Univerſities to their Legal State,and 
fo their Statutes and Cuſtoms, and would particularly Refbore the Ma- 

| fer of Magdalen Colledge in Cambridge,to the Profits of his Ma- 

fterſhip, mhich he had been ſo long Deprived of, . an Illegal Suſpen- 
ſion ;, and the Ejetted Preſident and Fellows of Magdalen Colledge 
sn Oxford, to their Properties in that Colledge : And, that He would 
not permit any Perſons to enjoy any of the Preferments in either Unj- 
verſity, but ſuch as are qualified by the Statmtes of the Univerſities, 
the particular Statutes of their ſeveral Foundations, and the Laws 
of the Land. | 

V. That He would ſuppreſs the Feſuits Schools opened in this City, 
or elſewhere, and grant no more Licenſes for ſuch Schoals as are ap- 
parently againſt the Laws of this Nation, and His Majeſty's True 
Intereſt. 

VI! The He would ſend Inhibitions after thoſe Four Romiſh Bi- 
ſhops, who under the Title of Apoſtolick Vicars, did preſume to 
Exerciſe within this Kingdom ſuch Furiſdiftions as are b the Laws 
of the Land Inveſted in the Biſhops of the Church of England, and 
ought not to be Vielated or Attempted by them, 

VII. That He would ſuffer no more Quo Warranto's to be ifſned 
out againſt any Corporations, but would reſtore to thoſe Corporations 
which had been a!ready diſturbed, their ancient Charters, Priviledges, 
Grants, and Immunitzes, and Condemn all thoſe late Illegal Regula. 
tions of Corporations, by putting them into their late Flouriſhing Con- 
dition, and Legal Eſtabliſhment. | 

VIII. That He would fill up all the Vacant Biſhopricks in England 
a1d Ireland, with Perſons duly qualified according to the Laws * and 

would eſpecially take into His Conſideration the See of York,, whoſe 
C wane 
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want of an Archbiſhop is very prejudicial ts that whole Province. 

IX. That He would At,no more upon a Diſpenſing Power, nor inſift 
upon it ; but permit that Affair at the firſt Seſſion of a Parliament to be 
ich Stated and Debated, and Settled by At of Parliament. : 

X. That upon the Reſtoration of Corporations to their Ancient 
' Charters, and Burroughs to their Preſcriptive Rights, He would Or- 
der Writs to be iſſued ont for a fair and free Parliament, and ſuffer 
st to Sit to Redrefi all Grievances, to Settle Matters in Church and 
State upon juſt and ſolid Foundations, and to Eſtabliſh a due Liberty 
of- Conſcience. | 

XI. Laſtly, and above all, That His Majeſty would permit ſome 
of His Biſhops, to lay ſuch Motives and Arguments before him, as 
might by the Bleſſing of GOD, bring back, His Majeſty unto the Com- 
munion of Our Holy Church of England, into whoſe Catholick Faith 
He had been Baptized, in which He had been Educated, and to which 
it was their earneſt and daily Prayer to Almighty G O D, that His 
Majeſty might be Reumted. 


All theſe Counſels were concluded with a Prayer to GOD, in 
whoſe Hands the Hearts of Kings are, for a good Effett upon 
them ; efpecially the laſt, about bringing the King back to the 
Proteſtant Religion. 

And now, Sir, I cannot but ask you, What grounds there are 
for any Mens Jealouſies of the Biſhops Proceedings ? Pray ſhew 
this Letter to all your Friends, that ſome may lay down their 
Fears, and others may have this Antidote againſt taking any up. 
I do aſſure. you, and I am certain I have the beſt grounds in the 

' World for my aſſurance, That the Biſhops will never ſtir one 
Tot from their PETITION ; but that they will,whenever that 
happy Opportunity ſhall offer itſelf, let the Proteſtant Diſſenters 
find-that they will be better than their Word given in their Fa- 
mous PETITION. 

In the mean time let Yon and I, Commend the Prudence of 
theſe Excellent Biſhops, Admire their Courage, and Cel-brate 
their juſt Praiſes, and never forget to offer up moſt fervent 
Thanks to GOD, for his Adorning the Church of England, at 
this Junfure, with ſuch Eminent Apoſtolical Biſhops. 1 am

HIS Defence. is grounded upon three F undamental 
. Principles: © 
I. The Right of Petitioning. 
I. The Neceſſuy. 
Il. The Dmy. 


I. It is the undoubted Right of the SubjeRs to Petition, be- 
ing founded upon an Act of Parliament, and the higheſt Rea- 
ſan in the World ; for that is a very monftrous Government, 
where the r_ muſt not approach their King, and acquaint 
him with their Grievances. The People have the greateſt 
Property in the Land, and therefore the- moſt concern'd when 
a'Foreign Enemy is upon it ; their Welfare is the Supream Law, 
and yet they muſt not deſire to meet in order. to.conſult their 
own Preſervation. The Jeſuits ( the ſworn Enemies to the 
Engliſh Nation ) will take care of us, and our Poſterity ; 
therefore why ſhould we trouble our ſelves at this Jun&ture ? 
They can levy Mony- with a Proclamation, they can diſpenfe 
with all Laws, and what ſhould we do with a Parliament, wheg 
the whole Statute-Book ſerves for no other End but to wipe 
the Tails of theſe Reverend. Satyrs, who fly into their Dens.

Thurſday, 28th Oftober, 1688. 


Pon mature Deliberation, it is found fit, and reſolved, 
that notice be given to all their Miniſters abroad, of 
alf the Reaſons which induce their H. and M. to afliſt 

the Prince of Orange, going over to England in Perſon with 
Ships and Forces, with Orders to the ſaid Miniſters to 
make uſe thereof in the ſeveral Courts where they refide, 
as they ſhall think moſt convenient; and that it be alſo 
writ to the ſaid Miniſters, that it is known to all the World 
that the Engliſh Nation hath a good while very much mur- 
mured and complained, that the King ( no doubt with the 
Evil Counſel, and Inducement of his Miniſters) had gained 
upon their Fundamental Laws, and laboured through the 
violation thereof ; and by the bringing in the Roman Catho- 
lick Religion, to oppreſs their Liberty, and to ruine the 
Proteſtant Religion, and to bring all under an Arbitrary 
Government : That as this inverted and unjuſt Condut was 
carried on mpre and more, and the Apprehenſions thereupon 
were ſtill greater, and that thereby ſuch Diftdence and 
Averſion was ſtirred up againſt the King, that nothing was 
to be expected in that Kingdom but general Diſorder and 
Confuſion, 'His Highnefs the Prince of Orange, upon the ma- 
nifold Repreſentations, and the reiterated and earneſt De- 
ſire which was made to His Highneſs by ſeveral Lords, and 
other Perſons of great Conſideration in that Kingdom ; as alſo 
upon the account that Her Royal Highneſs, and His High- 
neſs Himſelf, are fo highly concerned. in the Welfare of that 
Kingdom, could not well endure that through Strife and 
Diſuniog, they ſhould run the danger, however it went, of 

being 
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being excluded from the Crown, held himſelf obliged to 
watch over the Welfare 'of that Kingdom, and to take care 
thercof ; and alſo had the thoughts of aſliſting the Nation, 
and giving them a helping-hand, upon ſo many juſt and good 
Grounds, againſt the Government that oppreſled them in all 
manner of, ways that; lay in tus Highnels's Power, for that 
His Highneſs was perſwade! that the Welfare of this State 
(the Care whereof is atſa- entruſted to him ) was in the high- 
eſt manner concerned, that the ſaid Kingdom might conticue 
in Tranquillity,: apd that all nfiſunderſtandipg between the 
King and the Nation might be taken away. That His Highneſs

Here is: a Man of Lunenturg Wolfenbmtel,” who being fal- 
len in Debt in Anterdam, upon his Fathers Death, his 
Brother taking no Care of him, was put in Priſon and brought 
extream low ; yet he was brought out by the means of a 
Friend : And ſoon after, a man who pretended to know. him, 
and to have ſeen him before, (though the German believes he 
never. ſaw him) ſeem'd to take pitty on him, ſeeing him in a 
Coffee- Houſe, and. gave him a Ducatoon, and- promiſed he 
ſhould never wam ; ſo he entred into a great familiarity with 
him, but would never let him know where he lodged, only 
he gave him Appointments in Coffee-Houſes, and Taverns, 
and fed him from time to time with Mony :-- At laft, after 
ſome weeks, he drew him into. a ſecret Walk in the Grounds 
that are-not. yet built, and ask*d him if he had a Heart to 
do a bo!d Fhing ? The: German ſaid he had, if it were not 
fuch a' Thing as might bring him to a Scaffold. The other 
ſaid, There was no Danger, only it would require a little 
hardineſs. Then he ask*d an Oath of the German, That he 
would either do that which he was to propoſe to him, or 
preſently go out of the Country.. The German ſaid, He could 
not go out of the Country for he had no Mony : And. then 
he gave him eight /Ducats in Gold,” and 'then he ſwore the 
Oath: So the other propoſed to: him: the poyſoning the 
Prince of Orange: that ſtartled him, but apprehending he 
ſhould be killed if he refuſed -it, he undertook it. The 
other told him, That in the laſt Age men had tryed Stabbing 
or ſhooting, but thefe were dangerous Things, Poyſoning was 
a ſafe and ſure way : He added, That he ſhould have 3000 
Piſtols in hand, and a Fortune beſides. The German ask'd, 
From whom ? The other, who called himſelf Corne, _w =_ 
renc 
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French like a Stranger, but the German cannot judge what 
Nation he was of; the other I ſay, ſaid to him, That if he 
had the Money, he was not concern'd to know from whence 
it came. In ſhort, he made a propoſition to the German, 
giving him a Quill with a Water in it, carefully ſtop*d, and 
told him, that he (the German) lodged in the Houſe of an 
inconſiderable Man, of whom no regard would. be had; and 
if he would cut the Quill, fo that one drop of the Liquor 
fell into any thing that his Land-lord was todrink, he would 
be certainly dead before to morrow ; and if he would begin 
with him, one ſhould come to him to ſuch a place to mor- 
row, having a white Feather in his Hat, who ſhould deli- 
ver him 1500 Piſtols, and inſtra&t him how to manage the 
Poiſoning the Prince, which he ſhould find would be eaſy and 
ſafe ; then upon his going on he ſhould have the reſt of the 
Money. The German went Home, but was ſtruck with Hor- 
ror, and fo reſolved to keep. that part of his Oath of go- 
ing out of the Country ; yet he ſhew*d another his Gold, and 
told him of his going Home; But from Oſnaburob he writ. 
to-one about the Prince; this happned;gn the. beginning of 
March laſt. So he was deſired'to come back, which he did, 
and the Matter being brought into the Court of Holland, up- 
on an Oath of Secreſy, Mr. Halewyn Deputy of Dort, and 
another, were ſent with him to Amſterdam ; they found many 
collatoral Confirmations of part of his Story, but no ſuch 
Man could be ſeen in all the places where he had met with 
him formerly; the German came to the Hagne, and being 
in the Fair, ſeeing one of the Shews, and a Dane with him, 
as they came out in a huge Crowd, the German complain'd 
that one ftruck him on the Breaſt with a Battoon : But this 
was not minded till they were quite out, and he found one had 
ſtruck at him, as it ſeems, with a Stilerro under the left Pap, : 
his Cloak and Coat were cut, and the Wound proved bur a * 
flight ſcratch : The Quill with the Poiſon in it ſealed, is in the 
Court- It ſeems, a German was thought a fit Tool, being of a 
Nation that would not be eaſily ſuſpetted ; and the putting it 
ona Lutheran would have been thought a Maſter- piece. 1 give

N the 6th of May, 1665, when his Royal Highneſs, the 
Prince of Orange, took poſſeſſion of that Principality, 
and whilſt his Deputy Mr. Ziulechem was taking the Oath of 
Allegiance of all the people in the Prince's Name ; which was 
done in the Fields, .in the Encloſure of theold Roman Cirque 
that yet remains; 8ver the Chair of State that was ſer there 
for the Prince, a Crown of Light appear*d in the Air, and ho- 
ver'd over the Chair above an hour : And now this Year, 
1688, the ſame day of the Month, ig the ſame place, the like 
Crown appear*d and continued there three Hours, all the 
people of Orange looking on; all the difference between this 
Years Crown, and that of 1665, being, that this had an Edge 
of Red about it- 


This is written from Orange by an Old profeſſor of Phylick, 
that is paſt ſixty, and not apt to take Things upon Truſt ; 
he writes that he himſelf, as well as all the Town, look'd on 
it for above two Hours with great admiration of that ſtrange 
Meteor.

as I am confident the Prince did not leave-the King with any 
other deſign, than to uſe all poſſible means for His preſerva: 
tion; ſol hope You will do me the Juſtice to believe that I am 
uncapable of following Him for any other End. Neyer 
was any one in ſuch an unhappy Condition, ſodivided between 
Duty and Aﬀection, to a Father, and a Husband; and there. 
fore know not what to do, but to follow one to preſerve the 
other. I ſee the general falling off of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, who avow to have no other end, than to preyail with the 
King to ſecure their Religion, which they ſaw ſo much in dan- 
ger by the Fiolent Counſels of the Priefts;, who to promote their 
own Religion, did- not care to what dangers they expoſed the 
King : I am fully perſwaded that the Prince of' Orange deſigns 
the King's ſafety and preſervation, and hope all things may be

| many ways troubled and vexed by reſtleſs contrivances 
and deſigns of the Papiſts, under pretence of the Royal Autho- 
rity,and things required of them unaccountable bgfpre God and 
Man ; Eccleſiaſtical Benefices and Preferments taken - from 
them, without any other Reaſon but the King's Pleaſure ; that 
they have been ſummoned arid fentenced by Eccleſiaſtical 
Commiſſioners, contrary to Law , deprived of their Birth--

E. have in the courſe of Our whole Life, and more 
WW particularly by the apparent Hazards both by Sea 
and Land, to which We have fo lately expoſed Our 
Perſon, given to the whole World ſo high and un- 
doubted proofs of Our fervent Zeal for the Proceſtans Religion, 
that We are fully —_— true Engliſh-man, and good Pro- 
re/tant, can entertain the leaſt Suſpicion of Our firm Reſolution, 
rather to ſpend Our deareſt Blood, and periſh in the Attempt, 
than not carry on the Bleſſed and Glorious Deſign, which by 
the Fayour of Heaven We have ſo Succeſsfully begun, to reſcue 
England, Scotland, and Ireland from Slavery and Popery, and in 
a Frce Parliament to Eſtabliſh the Religion, the Laws and the 
Liberties of thofe Kingdoms,upon ſach a ſure and laſting Foun- 
dation, that it ſhall not be in the Power of any Prince for the 
future to introduce Popery and 7 yranny, 

Towards the more eaſy Compoſing of this great Deſign, We 
have not been hitherto deceived in the juſt expeftation We had 
of the Concurrence of the Nobility, Gentry, and People of 
England with Us, for the Security oftheir Religion, the Reſti- 
tuition of the Laws, and Re-eſtablihment of their Liberties 
and Properties :. Great Numbers of all Ranks and Qualities 
having joined themſelves to Us ; and others at great diſtances 


from Us, have taken up Arms «gd declared for Us. os

*which we cannot but particularly mention,in that Army which 
was raiſed to be the Inſtrument of Slavery and Popery, many 
(bythe ſpecial Providence of God) both Officers and Com- 

-mon Souldiers, have been touched with ſuch a feeling Senſe of 
Religion and Honour, and of true Aﬀection for their Native 
Country, that they have already deſerted the illegal Service 
they were ingapged in, and have come over to Us ; and have 
given Us full Aſſurance, from thereſt of the Army, that they 
will certainly follow this Example, as ſoon as with Our Army 
we ſhall approach near enough to receive them, without the 
Hazard of being prevented and betray*'d. To which End, and 
that We may the ſooner execute this juſt and neceſſary Deſign 
Weare ingagediir. for the publick Safety and Deliverance of 
theſe Nations, We are reſolved, with all poſſible Diligence, to 
advance forward, that a Free Parliament may be forthwith call: 
ed, ard ſuch Preliminaries adjuſted with the King, and all 
Things firſt ſettled upon ſach a Foot according to Law, as may 
give Us and the whole Nation juſt Reaſon to believe the King 
is diſpoſed to make ſuch neceſſary Condeſcentions on His part, 
2$ will give intire Satisfaftion and Security to all, and make 
both King and People once more Happy. 

And that We may <ffe& all this, in the way moſt agreeable 
to Our Deſires, if it be poſſible, without the Effuſion of any 
Blood, except of thoſe execrable Criminals who have juſtly 
forfeited their Lives for betraying the Religion, and Subver- 
ting the Laws of their Native Country, We do think fit to 
declare, that as We will offer no violence to any but in Our 
own neceſſary Defence ; ſo We will not ſuffer any injury to be 
done to the perſon even of a Papiſt, provided he be found in 
fuch place, and in ſuch condition and circumſtances as the 
Laws require. So We are reſolved and do declare that all Pa- 
piſts, who ſhall be found in open Arms, or with Arms in their 
Houſes, or about their Perſons, or in any Office or Imploy: 
ment Civil or Military,upon any _—_ whatſcever,contrary 
to the known Laws of the Land, ſhall be treated by Us and 
Our-Forces not as -Soutdiers and Gentlemen, but as Robbers, 
Free-Booters and Banditti ; they ſhall be incapable of Quarter, 
and intirely delivered up to the diſcretion of Our Souldiers. 
And We do further declare, that all perſons who ſhall be found

And whereas we are certainly informed that great Num- 
-bers of Armed Papiſts have of late reſorted to London and 
Weſtminſter , and parts adjacent, where they remain, as we 
have reaſon to ſuſpect, not ſo much for their own Security, 
as out of a wicked and barbarous Deſign to make ſome deſpe- 
rate Attempt upon the ſaid Cities, and their Inhabitants, by 
Fire, or a ſudden Maſſacre, or both ;- or elſe to be the more 
ready to joyn themſelves to a Body of French Troops deſign- 
ed, if it be poſlible, to land. in England, procured of the 
French King, by the Intereſt and Power of the Jeſuits in pur- 
ſuance of the Engagements, which at the Inſtigation of that 
peſtilent Society, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, with one of his 
Neighbouring Princes of the ſame Communion, has entred in- 
to for the utter Extirpation of the Proteſtant Religion out of 
Europe, Though we hope we have taken ſuch effectual care 
to prevent the one, and ſecure the other, that by God's Aſ- 
ſiſtance, we cannot doubt but we ſhall defeat all their wicked 
Enterpriſes and Deſigns. iN 
; Wee cannot however forbear, out of the great and tender 
Concern we have topreſerve the People of England, and par- 
ticularly thoſe great and populons Cities, from the cruel Rage 
and bloody Revenge of the Papiſts, to require and expect from 
all the Lord-Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, and Juſtices of 
Peace, Lord-Mayors, Mayors, Sheriffs, and all other Magiſtrates,
